TRIES TO COMMIT SUICIDE 


Rev . Hans Schmidt Declares He Took 


Young Woman’s Life and Dismem­ 
bered Her Body Because He Lov ed 


Her—Confession Clears Up Mystery 


Surrounding Finding Parts of Re­ 


mains in Hudson Riv er. 


New York , Sept. 15.—W ith the ar­ 
rest of Rev . Hans Schm idt, assistant 
rector of St. Joseph’s Roman Catholic 
church, charged with the m urder of 
Anna Aum uller, a dom estic, the m ys­ 
tery surrounding the finding twelv e 
days ago of parts of the dism em bered 
body of a girl in the Hudson riv er 
was solv ed. 
Schm idt, according to the 
police,' 
has confessed and at the tim e of his i 
arrest attem pted to com m it suicide 
by cutting his throat with a safety i 
razor blade. 
“ I k illed her because I lov ed her so j 
m uch,” Schm idt is alleged to hav e told 
his captors, but the police v ersion o f ' 
the motiv e for the crim e is tha t the 
young woman was about to become a 
m other. 
He had m arried her through a cere- 
mony of his own perform ing, without 
w itnesses. 
According to the police and the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office Schm idt’s con­ 
fession was full and absolute. 
In it ho is q uoted as saying tha t he 
k illed his com panion w ith a butchei 
k nife and cut, up the body with the 
k nife and a saw. 


Woman Slain While Sleeping. 
The deed was com m itted while the 
woman slept, shortly after m idnight 
on Sept. 2, in an apartm ent in Brad- , 
hurst av enue, whore the priest had 
placed her liv e days before. 
W hen her heart had ceased beating, 1 
according to the alleged confession, 
Schm idt carried the body from the bed 
to the bathroom and, placing it in the j 
tub, began his gory task of cutting it 
up. 
W ith the k een k nife and the saw he 
cut off the head, arm s and legs. 
Still 
fearful of detection he then cut the 
body in two. 
Fiv e bundles, wrapped in bod clothes 
and papers, were 
m ade 
of the six 
parts. 
Fiv e tim es Schm idt left tne 
apartm ent house 
with a bundle to 
cross the Hudson riv er to the Jersey 
shore. 
Fiv e tim es he leaned ov er the stern 
of the ferryboat in m idstream and 
gently gav e the riv er his burden. Then 
he returned to his church. 
The stains of the girl’s blood still 
discolored the bathtub when detec­ 
tiv es searched the B radhurst av enue 
apartm ent. 
Schm idt told the police he had tak en 
the m attress on which she lay when 
dealt the death blow, under cov er o' 
dark ness, to a v acant lot near by and 
burned It. 
In the apartm ent the police found a 
m arriage license Issued In New York 
last February and bearing the nam es 
of the priest and the m urdered wom­ 
an. 
This license had been used. 


Both Priest and Bridegroom. 
According to Schm idt’s confession 
he w ent through a m arriage cerem ony 
with 
the 
girl. 
In 
this cerem ony, 
Schm idt was both priest and bride­ 
groom ; there were no w itnesses. 
A gayly colored pillow of unusual 
pattern led to Schm idt's apprehension. 
This pillow, stained with blood and 
soiled with the filth of the riv er, wat 
w rapped around a portion of the torso 
The detectiv es traced the pillow to 
Its m anufacturer; 
the m anufacturer 
traced It to the dealer; the dealer 
traced it to Schmidt. 
The police, tracing Schm idt and 
the girl, k new all about both of them 
hours before they arrested him. 
Schm idt was arrested by Inspector 
Fan rot, In charge of the detectiv e bu­ 
reau. 
The priest was dressed in full 
clerical garb when the detectiv e en­ 
tered his rooms in the parish house of 
his church in W est One H undred and 
Twenty-fifth street. 
The inspector had produced a pho­ 
tograph of Miss Aumuller and ask ed 
Schm idt if he k now the girl. 
The priest after a m oment of hesita­ 
tion inq uired w hether his v isitors were 
police officers. 
He then ask ed perm ission to change 
his clothes and it was when he left 
the room that Inspector F aurot de­ 
clared he attem pted to cut his throat.

W hen her heart had ceased beating, 
according to the alleged confession, 
Schm idt carried the body from the bed 
to the bathroom and, placing it in the 
tub, began his gory task of cutting it 
up. 
W ith the keen knife and the saw he 
cut off the head, arms and legs.

fearful of detection he then cut the 
body in two. 
Five bundles, wrapped in bod clothes 
and papers, were 
made 
of the six 
parts. 
Five times Schm idt left tne 
apartment 
house 
with a bundle to 
cross the Hudson river to the Jersey 
shore. 
Five times he leaned over the stern 
of the ferryboat in midstream 
and 
gently gave the river his burden. Then 
he returned to his church. 
The stains of the g irl’s blood still 
discolored the 
bathtub 
when detec­ 
tives searched the Bradhurst avenue 
apartment. 
Schm idt told the police he had taken 
the mattress on which she lay when 
dealt the death blow, under cover of 
darkness, to a vacant lot near by and 
burned It.

The increased court work has cre­ 
ated a demand for more and larger 
court rooms, with more accomoda­ 
tions for the judges and court at­ 
taches. 
The present quarters, so we 
are told, are unfit for any self-re­ 
specting court to attempt to dis- j 
pense justice in, and that justice has j 
been rendered to all so far is due 
only to the fact that the men on the 
bench are of such sterling quality. 
The same conditions as are enum- I 
crated above are said to be true of! 
nearly all the county departments, 
and The Crucible wonder* that they I 
have been allowed to reach the pro­ 
portions to which they now extend. 
It is unfair to the men at the heads 
of these departments, because, to 
thos«* who do not, or will not, under­ 
stand conditions, it appears that the 
•department heads are not making 
good in the positions to which they 
were elected.

not do their best work where they 
must be figuring one-half of the time 
how to keep out of each other’s way 
during the other half.

E ntirely irrespective of this, 
I will guarantee to mature an y corn 
in M innesota that can be matured in 
Illinois or southern Iowa, by u sing 
my method.

I elim inate the danger of the 
crow
